Our  great  specialties  are  field  grown  and  re-rooted  Cabbage, 
Snowball  Cauliflower  and  Celery  Plants. 

We  grow  them  by  the  million. 

We  raise  our  Cabbage  and  Cauliflower  plants  every  year  on  new 
ground. 

Our  plants  are  raised  from  the  best  seed,  sown  thin  in  rows  and 
hoed  like  onions. 

They  are  given  an  average  of  more  than  4 square  inches  of 
space  each  over  the  whole  field.  Extra  stocky.  Dug  with  forks 
(not  pulled),  so  that  each  plant  has  a good  big  root  system.  Ship- 
ped carefully  packed  in  damp  moss. 

We  ship  to  all  states  east  of  the  Mississippi  River. 

Will  sell  plants,  if  anyone  wants  to  buy  them  that  way,  by  the 
square  foot,  figuring  an  average  of  five  square  inches  for  each  plant.

We  ship  plants  either  by  Parcels  Post  or  Express,  as  ordered. 
We  ship  mostly  by  Parcels  Post,  unless  plants  are  ordered  sent 
by  expre.ss. 

Perhaps  two-thirds  of  our  customers  for  plants  live  within  the 
first  and  second  postal  zones,  making  the  postal  charges  low. 

The  first  and  second  zones  from  Chester  include  all  of  New 
Jersey,  all  of  Delaware,  all  of  Connecticut  (except  the  northeast 
corner),  two-thirds  of  the  Post  Offices  of  Penna.,  more  than  half  of 
the  offices  of  New  York  State,  a considerable  portion  of  those  in 
Mass.,  R.  I.  and  Md.,  and  some  in  Vermont  and  Virginia.

We  import  the  seed  direct  from  the  originator. 

We  pay  a high  price  for  the  seed  so  have  to  ask  a little  more 
per  1 000  for  the  plants  than  if  raised  from  cheap  strains.

(Early,  Mid-season  and  Late),  2 kinds  of  Kohl  Rabi.  2 kinds  of 
Brussels  Sprouts,  2 kinds  of  Ruta  Baga,  and  one  kind  of  Parsley. 

We  have  sown  the  seed  to  produce  these  plants.  "We  cannot 
guarantee  that  there  will  be  the  exact  number  of  each  plants  named 
here,  but  they  will  be  as  near  as  we  can  get  them. 

There  will  be  enough  vegetables  in  this  garden  to  begin  cut- 
ting in  5 or  6 weeks  after  the  plants  are  set,  and  cut  and  pick  a 
continual  variety  of  vegetables  all  the  time  during  the  season, 
enough  to  use  in  the  Fall  for  pickles  and  some  to  store  and  last 
all  winter.  .

COMMENTS  ON  VARIETIES 


DANISH  BALLHEAD 

We  tested  in  1920,  in  the  field,  side  by  side,  for  TONS  PER 
ACRE,  practically  all  the  strains  of  Danish  Ballhead,  Copen- 
hagen Market  and  Enkhuizen  Glory  Cabbage  seed  GROWN  IN  THE 
WORLD — 39  strains  of  Danish  Ballhead,  23  strains  of  Copenhagen 
Market  and  21  strains  of  Enkhuizen  Glory. 

We  did  not  get  the  samples  from  the  seed  houses  of  this  country, 
which  sometimes  call  their  seeds  special  strains,  nor  from  the  whole- 
sale seed  houses  of  Europe,  but  DIRECT  from  the  SEED  GROWERS 
OF  DENMARK. 

We  set  out  49  plants  of  each  strain  of  Danish  Ballhead  in  each 
row,  marked  the  rows  No.  1 to  39,  cultivated  all  alike,  and,  in  the 
fall  cut  and  weighed  the  cabbage  that  grew  from  the  49  plants  of 
each  strain. 

The  following  table  gives  the  total  weights  of  the  cabbage  pro- 
duced by  the  49  plants  of  each  strain  of  Danish  Ballhead  and  the 
average  weights  of  the  heads  of  each  strain:

There  were  39  Rows  of  Danish  Ballhead. 

As  stated,  we  had  numbered  the  strains  from  1 to  39. 

The  number  in  the  first  column  of  the  table  is  the  number  of 
tlie  row. 


In  the  second  column  is  the  number  of  pounds  of  cabbage  that 
each  row  of  49  plants  produced. 

In  the  third  column  is  the  average  weight  of  the  heads  in  the 

row. 

The  best  row  turned  out  to  be  No.  24. 

The  plants  produced  498  lbs.  of  cabbage  and  the  heads  averaged 
10  lbs.  2 oz.  each. 

next  hest  row  was  No.  26  with  451  lbs.  of  cabbage  and  the 
heads  a\’eraged  9 lbs.  3 oz.  each — 15  oz.  each  less  than  those  in  the 
best  row. 

The  next  best  row  was  No.  28  with  426  Ihs.  of  cabbage  and  the 
heads  averaged  8 lbs.  11  oz.  each — 23  oz.  per  head  less  than  the 
heads  in  the  hest  row. 

The  next  best  row  was  No.  7,  with  419  lbs.  of  cabbage,  and  the 
heads  averaged  8 Ihs.  8 oz.  each — 26  oz.  per  head  less  than  the  heads 
of  the  best  row. 

The  next  best  rows  were  Nos.  19  and  23.  Each  produced  417 
lbs.  of  cabbage,  and  the  heads  in  each  row  averaged  practically  8 lbs. 
8 oz.  each — 26  oz.  per  head  less  than  the  heads  in  the  best  row. 

The  next  best  row  was  No.  12  with  400  Ihs  of  cabbage,  and  the 
heads  averaged  8 lbs.  2 oz.  each  or  32  oz.  each  less  than  the  heads 
of  the  best  row. 

There  were  about  30  more  strains,  with  the  heads  getting 
smaller  in  each  strain. 

There  was  only  ONE  strain  where  the  heads  averaged  over  10 
LBS.  EACH. 

There  was  ONE  strain  where  the  heads  averaged  over  9 liB.S. 
EACH. 

There  were  SEVEN  strains  where  the  heads  averaged  over  8 
LBS.  EACH. 

There  were  FIFTEEN  strains  where  the  heads  averaged  over  7 
LBS.  EACH. 

There  were  EIGHT  strains  where  the  heads  averaged  over  6 
LBS.  EACH. 

There  were  TWO  strains  where  the  heads  averaged  over  5 LBS. 
EACH. 

There  was  ONE  strain  where  the  heads  averaged  over  4 LBS. 
EACH. 

Any  strains  of  Danish  Ballhead  seed  that  are  grown  in  this 
country  are  almost  surely  derived  from  one  of  the  above  strains, 
for  the  above  represents  practically  all  the  strains  that  have  been 
developed  in  Denmark. 

There  is  small  chance  that  the  American  strain  would  happen 
to  be  grown  from  the  BEST  Danish  strain  or  even  from  one  near 
the  best. 

To  use  a large  amount  of  manure  and  fertilizer  and  produce  a 
comparatively  large  tonnage  per  acre  does  not  prove  the  strain  of 
seed  to  be  the  best  one. 

The  only  way  to  find  the  highest  producing  strain  is  to  grow 
all  strains  side  by  side,  under  the  same  conditions,  and  take  the 
one  that  produces  the  highest  tonnage. 

Probably  35  or  40  tons  of  cabbage  per  acre  can  be  produced  by 
using  the  best  strain  of  seed,  a large  amount  of  manure  and  ferti- 
lizer and  the  hest  tillage. 

The  fact  that  rows  No.  24  and  No.  26,  which  were  near  together, 
produced  the  highest  yields  was  just  an  accident  of  planting. 

Row  No.  25,  which  was  between  them  and  had  the  same  chance, 
produced  heads  which  averaged  only  6 lbs.  15  oz.  each  while  the 
heads  in  row  No.  24,  on  the  left,  averaged  10  lbs.  2 oz.  each,  and 
those  in  row  No.  26,  on  the  right,  averaged  9 lbs.  3 oz.  each. 

This  shows  that  the  difference  in  yield  was  in  the  strain  of  seed. 

All  the  rows  had  the  same  chance. 

We  grew  the  experiments  near  the  middle  of  a 10  acre  field 
which  had  had  no  manure  on  it  for  8 or  9 years. 

Only  commercial  fertilizer  was  used,  and  that  was  drilled  in 
w'lth  a grain  drill  w'hich  was  run  ACROSS  the  rows  so  every  row 
would  have  an  equal  chance. 

The  seed  in  No.  24  was  grown  by  a seed  grower  in  Denmark 
w'hose  seed  farms  are  90  miles  from  the  towm  that  No.  26  came  from. 

We  are  satisfied  that  from  25  to  50  per  cent  bigger  cro.ns  of 
any  variety  of  cabbage  can  be  secured  by  testing  all  the  strains 
of  seed  that  are  produced,  side  by  side. 

No  cabbage  grower  can  make  more  money  by  any  means  than 
by  testing,  side  by  side,  all  the  strains  of  seed  that  he  can  get,  and 
growing  his  crops  from  the  best  strain. 

If  he  gets  the  highest  producing  strain  in  the  world  HE  CAN 
MAKE  A PROFIT  on  his  crop  when  other  grow'ers  are  growing 
them  at  no  profit  or  at  a loss. 

Do  not  take  any  man’s  w'ord  that  he  has  a great  strain  (not 
even  ours). 

Get  some  seed  of  all  strains  and  test  them  side  by  side  for 
yourself. 


TESTS  OF  COPENHAGEN  MARKET 

We  also  secured  from  the  seed  growers  of  Denmark  and  from 
some  of  the  large  seed  houses  of  this  country  samples  of  their  strain 
of  Copenhagen  Market,  and  grew  them  side  by  side  in  the  10  acre 
field. 

The  rows  w'ere  numbered  from  41  to  64 — 23  strains. 

At  the  end  of  the  season  we  went  through  them  many  times, 
comparing  the  different  row's. 

Some  were  fine  row’s  and  some  were  very  poor. 

We  selected  the  best  rows,  cut  the  cabbage  and  weighed  it. 
as  we  did  with  the  strains  of  Danish  Ballhead,  and  selected  row 
51  as  the  best  of  all  the  strains  of  Copenhagen  Market. 

We  have  bought  from  the  grow'er  in  Denmark  strain  51  for  our 
idants  this  year. 

TESTS  OP  ENKHUIZEN  GLORY 

We  also  secured  from  seed  grow'ers  of  Denmark  and  Holland 
and  from  some  of  the  large  seed  houses  of  this  country,  samples  of 
their  strains  of  Enkhuizen  Glory  seed  and  grew  them  side  by  side. 

The  rows  were  numbered  from  65  to  86 — 21  strains. 

At  the  end  of  the  season  we  also  went  through  them  very  many 
times,  comparing  the  rows  with  each  other,  and  selected  row  73  as 
the  best  one  of  the  21  strains  and  have  bought  that  seed  for  our 
Enkhuizen  Glory  plants. 

TESTS  OF  SNOWBALL  CAULIFLOWER  SEED 

AVe  tested  9 strains  of  Cauliflower  seed  side  by  side — rows  86 
to  94. 

The  strain  that  is  used  by  the  Long  Island  Cauliflower  Associa- 
tion, is  as  far  as  we  know,  THE  BES'f  STRAIN  OF  SNOWBALL 
CAULIFLOWER,  so  we  have  bought  the  same  strain  of  seed  as 
used  by  the  members  of  th  I^ong  Island  Cauliflower  Association  for 
our  plants  this  year. 

The  I..ong  Island  Cauliflower  Association  Is,  we  think,  the  largest 
Cauliflower  Association  in  the  world. 


They  have  been  growing  Snowball  Cauliflower  for  probably  20 
2,'!.?®  years,  largely  supplying  the  markets  of  Boston,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  Washngton,  shipping  nearly  a million 
dollars  worth  of  Cauliflower  each  year,  and  they  have  the  best  strain 
of  seed  that  they  can  buy,  so  we  have  bought  the  same  strain  as 
they  use. 

OTHBB  VABmTIES 

The  Long  Island  grown  seed  of  the  Domestic  varieties,  is  as 
far  as  we  know,  the  best  seed  grown.

BE-BOOTED  FEANTS 

We  set  from  15,000  to  40,000  Danish  Cabbage  .plants  per  season 
for  many  years  and  large  numbers  of  celery  plants. 

For  several  seasons  we  have  set  no  plants  but  re-rooted  ones, 
and  though  we  set  through  the  driest  weather,  we  seldom  lose  any 
plants. 

After  we  plow  down  a good  clover  or  other  sod,  harrow  the 
ground  several  time  until  it  is  time  to  set  the  plants,  cross  plow,

After  we  have  set  the  plants  we  expect  to  cultivate  6 or  8 
times,  hoe  2 or  3 times  and  spray  if  necessary,  and  the  expense 
is  too  great  to  use  any  but  the  best  plants. 

We  have  harvested  26  tons  of  cabbage  per  acre  and  sold  ?562.89 
worth  of  tomatoes  from  876  plants,  and  140.42  worth  from  148 
plants.  We  have  sold  ^645  worth  of  celery  from  three-fourth  of  an 
acre. 

Below  are  the  conditions  necessary  to  get  the  largest  yield; 

1.  Use  a good  strong  soil. 

2.  Plow  dcA^'n  a good  heavy  sod,  and  cross  plow,  or  use  plenty 
of  stable  manure,  or  both. 

3.  Use  plenty  of  high-grade  fertilizer  to  feed  the  crop. 

4.  Pre.pare  the-see<i  bed  perfectly  by  plowing  well  and  harrow- 
ing until  very  fine. 

5.  Use  plants  from  a good  strain  of  seed. 

6.  Use  re-rooted  plants  to  get  a perfect  stand  of  strong  plants. 

7.  Hoe  and  cultivate  to  keep  the  soil  in  fine  condition. 

8.  Spray  to  head  off  the  enemies  that  may  attack  the  crop. 

Use  all  of  these  means  and  success  is  certain. 

We  set  no  cabbage  or  celery  plants  but  re-rooted  ones  and 
no  tomato  plants  but  re-rooted  or  potted  ones. 

Use  the  best  plants  and  give  them  the  best  chance  in  order  to 
make  the  biggest  profit. 

We  originated  re-rooted  plants  and  our  trade  in  them  has 
grown  so  in  the  past  twelve  years  that  about  three-quarters  of  all 
our  orders  are  for  re-rooted  plants.

We  could  raise  cheaper  plants  by  buying  cheaper  seed,  raising 
the  .plants  year  after  year  on  the  same  plant  farm,  and  doing  all 
of  the  other  things  that  make  plants  cheap.

We  think  they  want  the  best  plants  that  can  be  raised  so  we 
go  to  every  expense  to  make  them  the  best. 

When  plants  are  offered  cheap  it  can  be  known  that  they  are 
like  a cheap  horse'  or  a chea,p  suit  of  clothes,  they  may  -took  pretty 
good,  but  there  is  something  the  matter  with  them. 

They  cannot  be  raised  cheap  if  every  precaution  is  taken  with 
them  so  they  will  produce  a big  crop  and  not  get  diseased.
